Commission Asks 
Stiffening of Laws 
Against Pollution 


Lansing, (ZP)—New and strong­ 
er weapons against stream pollut­ 
ers were demanded Thursday bv 
a joint legislative pollution study 
commission in its final report. 
The commission estimated that 
800.000.000 gallons-of sewage and 
1.200.000.000 gallons of inriust. ial 
wastes were being dumped daily 
into the w aters of Michigan. 
It said something less than 5,000 
of the state’s 36,000 miles of riv ­ 
ers and streams and about 50 of 
the state’s 11,000 lakes are pol­ 
luted now. 
But, the commission said, it be­ 
lieved pollution laws can be stif 
fencd 
w ithout interfering 
with 
the reasonable and proper use of 
public waters as “a final m eans 
of disposal.” 
The commission 
recommended 
the legislature consider methods 
of forcing municipalities to pro­ 
vide money for sewage disposal 
plants. 
It declared the People’s 
refusal to vote such funds often

Each year the 
Escanaba

office plays reluctant host

large quantity ol

Christmas mail, left homeless be­ 
cause of faulty 
addressing. 
This 
undeliverable mail is iust a bunch 
of “ nixies" in the colorful jargon 
of the mail carriers. 
Postmaster Regina 
W. 
Cleary 
points out that this national 
toll 
of undeliverable Christmas cards, 
letters and packages runs into the 
millions. 
Careless 
addressing 
spells trouble for the 
sender, 
as 
w ell as extra headaches for pos­ 
tal clerks at a season ol the year 
when they are busiest. 
Christmas mail, including pack­ 
ages and cards, should be in 
the 
postoffice by Dec. IO if they 
are 
to go out of the state. 
A ll 
cards 
for local delivery should be in the 
mail 
at 
least 
a 
week 
before 
Christmas. 
Be sure those stamps are put on 
firm ly 
and 
that 
addresses 
are 
written plainly 
and 
completely. 
That means the full name, house 
number, street, name of city, zone 
number and the state. Don't w rite 
“ city” on that local card— make it 
Escanaba, or whatever the 
name 
of your town may be. 
Christmas cards should be mail- 
eed first class, which means with 
a regular 3-cent stamp. 
Because 
it is first class 
mail, 
an 
effort 
w ill be made to 
trace 
the 
ad­ 
dressee, and it w ill be 
forwarded 
from 
one 
address 
to 
another. 
Should it be impossible to 
locate 
the addressee the mail w ill be re­ 
turned to you. 
Cards 
sent 
third 
class— with 
one and one-half cent 
stamps— 
must not be sealed and must not 
contain 
personal 
messages,

though a hand-written 
signature 
is permitted. 
In any event, w rite that address 
plainly and completely. Otherwise

Suicide By Drowning 


The body of a man identified as 
F elix (Phil) Magan, 61, 
woods- 
worker missing 
since 
Sunday, 
w as located in the water on the 
bottom of the boat harbor
